prolonged discussion of Jt. It is sur 
misetl in some ciunrters, however, tha 
if the proposition of the Panama Canai 
company to sell its property and f ran 
chises for $40.000,000 should be made 
as promised, this m«ty have the effec' 
of opening a wider field of discussioi, 
than at first seemed probable, and il 
this should prove to be the case, the bill 
may go before the house for a longei 
time than is now contemplated. 


Mr. Burton has given notice of a 


speech on the bill and it is understood 
that there also will be other speeches iu 
criticism of special features of the meas- 
ure, but its friends are very sanguine 
not only that f he bill will pass, but that 
it will pass speedily. Mr. Hepburn, the 
author of the bill, thinks that only a few 
days of debate will be necessary. 


It is expected that by the time the 


canal bill is disposed of there will be 
one or more appropriation bills ready 
for consideration by the house. None 
of the appropriation bills has yet been 
passed on by the appropriations com- 
mittee, but both the urgent deficiency 
and the pension bills are in a forward 
state, and the expectation is that thej 
will be considered by the committee 
during the current week. The present 
intention is to give first attention to the 
deficiency bill. The estimates for the 
bill aggregate $12,000,000 and it is nod 
believed that these figures will be 
scaled down materially. 


The senate has no program for the 


week and business is very little on its 
calendar, as the reorganization of the 
senate committees did not take place un- 
til just before the holidays. There are, 
however, a few bridge bills reported, 
and Senator Morgan's bill for the ac- 
quisition, of right of way for the Nic- 
aragua canal is among the measures in 
position to receive attention. It Is not 
probable, however, that the right of 
way bill will receive consideration at 
this time, the-disposition being rather 
to await the action of the house upon 
the general subject, and then have the 
senate predicate its action on the house 
bill. If this course should be decided 
on, the discussion of the canal question 
in the senate will be postponed for a few 
weeks. 


The committee on the Philippines will 


take up the Philippine tariff question 
very soon, but there is yet no indica- 
tion as to how much time the matter 
may consume In committee. There is 
no probability that the senate itself will 
be able to reach that question for some 
time. Senator Frye is engaged on his 
report on the shipping bill, but is not 
able to fix th" <•>•"'» *"*• its completion.

Then she started for home, but again 
her bad luck followed. As she neared 
her destination slie was caugut in the 
sweep of a mighty gale and stripped 
of mast, ropes and sails. This time the 
Max narrowly escaped final disaster. 


Ninety-two survivors of the Walla 


Walla arrived here yesterday from 
Eureka on the steamer Pomona. There 
is still some discrepancy in the list of 
dead and missing. This discrepancy is 
due to the fact that several passengers 
boarded the vessel just as she was leav- 
ing* port. Others who were travelling 
second-class gave assumed names in 
order to hide their identity. By strik- 
ing out what are poMible duplicates, 
the number of lost stands at 42, classed 
as follows: Known dead, 9; missing 
passengers, 13; crew, 20. 


One life raft is unaccounted for and 


It Is feared that all the missing are 
lost 


Rev. Henry Erickson, who was among 


the six survivors brought to this city 
by the steamer Nome City Saturday 
night, is at a hospital, a physical and 
almost mental wreck. His wife and 
three children are among the dead and 
missing. The Erickson family, except- 
ing the mother, were second-class pas- 
sengers. When the crash came they 
were awakened and all got on the upper 
deck together. Mrs. Erlckson and the 
two younger children were separated 
from their father and the elder brother. 


What their fate was is not known, but 


It Is presumed they were drowned when 
the vessel went down. Erickson and 
bis son clung together and were pitched 
Jnto the water clear of the sinking 
steamer. They floated around for some 
time and finally were picked up by the 
life raft, on which were a number of the 
officers of the Walla Walla. It was al- 
most daybreak when they were foun<| 
end they were in an exhausted condi- 
tion. Father and son-were pulled on 
the light structure, but the boy was too 
weak to stand the exposure. 
A. few 


hours later he died in his father's arms, 
and after the heartbroken man had 
bowed his head ia silent prayer the body 
was consigned to the waves. 


The sea was running high and dash- 


ing over the raft, but all clung to it 
through the long hours of the day aud 
the night They hoped against hope 
until the Nome City picked them up. 
Mr. Erickson was the first to be lifted 
aboard. It is thought he will recover 
from the terrible effects of the ex-

Besides this reduction in the two 


years we have paid the expenses of 
the city (reduced the tax rate the past 
year one dollar on a thousand) and put 
about $118.000 or $58,000 a year, into per- 
manent work and improvements. I 
think this policy should be continued 
for a few years and until our per cen- 
tage of indebtedness to valuation is 
rot materially larger than that of other 
manufacturing cities. .Large indebted- 
ness of towns or cities in this common- 
wealth always means a high rate of 
taxes, and a high rate of taxes dis- 
courages capital and industries m com- 
ing to us for settlement. We are often 
met with the proposition that a corpor 
ation 
or 
manufacturing 
industry 


would come to us if we would rebate 
or release them from taxation for a 
period. 
This may be done in some 


states but in our commonwealth it can 
rot be done, we must therefore see to it 
that our indebtedness and tax rate is 
not excessive.

true in "Veaxie and ether streets. I \vill 
repeat what I said to the council oae 
year ago. "Many of our streets in the 
outlying districts and on the hillside 
we can put in fine condition, but to 
keep them so Is quite another matter 
until we have laid surface water sew- 
ers in such streets. It will not serve the 
purpose to catch the water In a large 
body at the foot of the hill. The dam- 
age to the street has already been done. 
We must go up the hill with the sewei 
and catch it before it gather* in large 
volume and force. This work we are 
now doing-, and if continued, in a few 
years we shall be able to keep our hill 
streets in as fine condition as those in 
more favored localities." 


We have erected during the year 


about 350 street signs, which are found 
helpful to many of our own people as 
well as to stranjrers. We have turned 
on the light to the extent of adding 14 
new electric lamps. We have added 
new sidewalks at a cost of $6,500, and 
there ar« still many localities which 
should be provided for. 


The new bridge at Eagle street re- 


cently completed fully meets our ex- 
pectations and is strong enough to bear 
up any load that may be put upon it. 
We have a number of bridges that are 
too light and weak to be safe. The 
poorest is the bridge near the railroad 
station at Greylock, which has been 
condemned by an expert. I have secur- 
ed plans and estimates for a new iron 
structure at this point. The next two in 
order of weakness are the upper and 
lower Union bridges.'An expert says of 
them: "Too light for the present trav- 
el and should always be shored up be- 
fore taking heavy loads." 
Recommendation* oil Gr«rloclt Bridge 


What shall be'done with the old cov- 


ered bridge at Greylock which has been 
closed to all except pedestrians for 
some years? I think it should be re- 
moved, the grade crossing' abolished 
and a footbridge erected over railroad 
and river. I say footbridge for several 
reasons. Few people will be inconven- 
ienced by doing away with a carriage 
bridge at this point, since the bridge at 
the station is but a few hundred yards 
away. The Boston & Maine railroad 
would, -without doubt, pay a very large 
portion of the expense of a footbridge 
as a flagman would no longer be nec- 
essary at that point. If it should be 
decided to put a carriage bridge there, 
abolishing the 
grade 
crossing, WP 


could hardly expect the state or rail- 
road to contribute anything toward a 
new bridge over the river, as it would 
take the place of an old abandoned 
one. I -would be glad to confer with a 
committe* of the council upon this 
bridge question and respectfully ask 
your honorable body to appoint such 
committee at an early date.

Our fire department would be a cred- 


it to any city, it is well organized and 
very efficient. The efficiency has been

good as new, and we built a fine grav- 
el road by aid of the steam roller on 
Ashland street to connect with the 
state road recently put in. The state 
highway commission gave us an allot- 
ment last year of $5,000, which they 
used In extending the road made the 
previous year on Ashland street.

The Hill Street Problem 


We have probably 
never 
suffered 


more in one year from the washing 
out of the hill streets and the filling of 
the sewers with dirt and gravel than 
we have from the severe storms of the 
past year. To meet the necessary ex- 
pense of repair, the council made an 
extra appropriation of $5,000. We had 
expected to use this $5,000 for a fur- 
ther reduction of the debt, but found 
that "man proposes and God disposes." 
Considering the heavy rain falls that 
we have had to contend with this year 
I think that our streets in the outlying 
districts were as a whole in fairly good 
condition on December 15th, when the 
great storm did us heavy damage, es- 
pecially on Brooklyn, Houghton and 
Union streets. Since December 15th 1 
have conferred with those whose Judg- 
ment on road building ought to be a* 
food aa any In the state, with refer- 
ence e«i ecially to those roads on the 
hillside. They tell me that "we must 
flrat provide for the surface water on 
such street*, and then with "good ma- 
terial, of the hard pan order if possible, 
.we can put In a road that will last."

upon. The almshouse under the im- 
mediate supervision of Superintendent 
and Matron Cook is a model of neat- 
ness and the inmates appear contented 
and happy. I wish that more of our 
people would visit it occasionally and 
give a word of cheer to the unfortunate 
and a word of approval and commen- 
dation to those in charge. 


Public Schools and Public library 
Weonay well consider the public 


schools and public library under one 
head as one is the coadjutor of the 
other. I have not left them until the 
last, believing them of the least im- 
portance but rather on the principle 
of keeping the best wine until the last. 
I believe that our schools are maintain- 
ed at a higOi degree of excellence, rank- 
ing well among the best in the com- 
monwealth. We are all thankful that 
the children of today enjoy far greater 
opportunities and blessings in the way 
of education than their parents knew 
anything about. We hope and pray that 
our children may improve these oppor- 
tunities, which they may not be able 
to appreciate now but will when they 
come upon the active stage of life. The 
number attending school at the present 
time is about 3,300, an increase over 
last year of 135, a larger increase in 
the State street district than elsewhere 
so large that the school building will 
not accommodate them and the com- 
mittee have provided one room outside. 


There is a steady growth in useful- 


ness and appreciation of our public li- 
brary in the Houghton memorial build- 
ing, thanks to the trustees and libra- 
rian for their efficiency. Branches have 
been established at Blackinton, the 
Beaver and at Houghtonville, and an- 
other will soon be at Braytonville, thus 
bringing our library within easy ac- 
cess o*f all of our people. Eighty-four

books were issued last year, an in- 
crease of 10,725 over the previous year. 
Two thousand new books were added, 
making the number of books now in 
the library 19,929.

Wood Choppers Charge*! With Cans* 


ing Death of Leon Morgan 


Newport. N. H., Jan. 6.—The badly 


frozen body of Leon H. Morgan of this 
town was found in the road just below 
Unity Four Corner.*1 the circumstances 
indicating that he l|ad met a violent 
d'eath, and Witt'Yuberand Frank Wil- 
lard, two wood choppers, are locked up 
here, upon the charge of being con- 
nected with Morgan's death. 


Morgan was about 25 years of age, 


and for the past three weeks had been 
employed as a hostler in Page's livery 
stable. The appearance of the head 
showed that he had received several se- 
vere blows upon his skull, while bis 
clothing was badly torn and spattered 
with blood. The trodden condition of 
the snow indicated that a severe 
struggle had takeu place near the spot 
where the body was found. 


Upon Investigation it was learned that 


»n Friday night Will Yuber and Frank 
Willard, who had been -working at 
Sargent's lumber camp in Corbin Park, 
called at Page's stable and wished to 
hire a team to go to Lempster, 10 miles 
distant hut were refused on account of 
their intoxicated condition, but Mr. 
Page finally decided to let them have a 
team if they would take Morgan along 
as driver. This they did. On the way

Mayor "Wilkinson has at last yielded 


to the long continued political oppo- 
sition to P. J. Ashe as city solicitor, 
end has appointed his successor, mak- 
ing the only change in the list of ap- 
pointments. 
Mr. Ashe retires after 


lour years of service in the office, hav- 
ing given the beet of attention to; th e legal 
affairs of the city. The opposition to 
fcim waa of a personal political nature, 
»nd was not based on his ability or 
the character of his services. 


In naming Judge C. T. Fhelps for the 


(office, Mayor Wilkinson has made a 
•election that will meet with approval 
from some and arouse bitter criticism 
from others, 
This, to some extent, 


would have been true no matter who 
;wa» appointed. 
The selection of Judge Phelps gives to 
tbe same man a position Inthestate ju- 
diciary and in the city government, a 
Doubling up that to many will not te 
acceptable and which is always to be 
avoided if possible. 


A certain class of city cases, notably 


those brought by the board of health 
against individuals, arc prosecuted by 
the city solicitor before the court over 
vlrich Judge Phelps presides. 
In these 


cases Judge Phelps as judge will have 
t« call to the bench one of his associ- 
ates, while as city solicitor he can 
kardly appear before his own court and 
tull have to call in some other lawyer 
tr conduct the case. 
At the best, the 


c.rcumotances will be awkward. 


This is partially offset by the fact 


that since Judge Ph?lps is barred by 
his position as Judge from taking ordi- 
nary practice, he is not likely to be 
called on to handle a case against the 
city in which one of his own clients is 
involved. Personally, too, he commands 
th» rnoit thorough confidence, and his 
appointment serves in a measure to re- 
move the office of city solicitor from 
r ctlve politic*, into which it baa been 


Ipplng nort or lew ever since North 
tdam» became a city. 
The»e points serve to redeem «ome- 
ihat an appointment which ii sure to 
tceive a liberal *are of the attention 


C critics, although unusual 
reasons 


r* Meded to jiutify this giving the 


office to a man who already holds a 
position like that of judg* of the dis- 
trict court 


Mayor Wilkinson today took the o&th 


of office for the third time, the first 
North Adams mayor to have that priv- 
ilege. 


The inaugural address which accom- 


panied the taking of the oath is con- 
spicuous chiefly for its omission of an> 
definite suggestions for the conduct of 
city affairs, resembling therein the 
first rather than the second of his pre- 
ceding inaugurals. 
"With one or two 


exceptions, the address is confined to 
a review of the progress of the city and 
a statement of its present condition. 


In that part of the address dealing 


with the financial condition of the city 
the mayor states more emphatically 
than in either of his previous messages 
his conviction in regard to the relation 
of valuation and debt, a conviction 
which is bared on the t'.ainest of bus- 
iness principles. He believes, and the 
people of the city believe v.-ith him, 
that the policy of his two years' admin- 
istration snould be continued for a few 
years until the ratio of our debt to our 
valuation shall have been brought 
down to that of other manufacturing 
cities. This, however, is but a reitera- 
tion of the platform on which Mayor 
Wilkinson was elected. 


Concerning the tax rate the mayor 


is unable to speak so nositiveiy as he 
was last year, unexpected expenses in- 
volved in the state and county taxes 
and the storm damage of December, 
having made the problem more diffi- 
cult 


The problem of the hill Ftreets and 


their protection from storm damage is 
touched ou much as it was last year, 
with reference to the seemingly suc- 
cessiul method tiied on Veazie street, 
which must be followed 
by similar 


work on other streets. A sentiment 
expressed by the mayor with regard 
to sewer work applies with 
eq- al 


force to this problem: 


"We must be willing-to pay for the 


joy we experience in living among our 
beautiful hi' 
end mountains." 


The most important specific recom- 


mendation of the address concerns the 
old covered bridge at Greylock, which 
he thinks should be removed and re- 
placed by a footbridge extending over 
railroad and river. The arguments he* 
advances for building a footbridge in- 
stead of a carriage bridge are such as 
will appeal to the judgment of the 
people. 


One of the "-sues of the recent cam- 


paign, the State street grade crossing, 
is given ttention in the address, the 
conclusions to which Business judg- 
ment based on the findings of expert 
er^ineers has come being given. 


The school committee, which was a 


year ago given some rather pertinent 
advice in the inaugural, is included 
with the other departments in the 
mayor's praise. 


As a whole, the address, while in 


some respects less striking than that of 
last year is a document which reflects 
tne excellent management which city 
affairs have been receiving, the con- 
servative judgment which is being ap- 
plied to them, and the steady purpose 
of continuing that best of good things 
for any city, a real business adminis- 
tration.

There it aething odd or peculiar about 


the sleep of ihe lions and tigers. In cap- 
tivity they show the same indifference to 
danger that they manifest iu the jungle 
and by day or night will slumber through 
an unusual tumult, unmindful or uncon- 
scious of tb« noise. Their sleep is com- 
monly heavy and peaceful. 


Bears are also heavy sleepers, but lesa 


disposed than lions and tigers to slumber 
in tbe daytime. Grizzly bears usually 
curl up under the rocks, but sometimes 
the.? crawl up to the rery top of the 
rocks and, with front 
paws sproad 


around the iron cage bars, go to sleep in 
•what *eems an uncomfortable position, 
jtut bears never release their muscular 
grasp of an object when asleep. 


The black bean will curl up among the 


branches of a tree when they bare the 
opportunity and go to sleep in this pecul- 
iar position. The polar bears show a pe- 
culiarity in the selection of their sleeping 
places. They choose one particular come? 
of the cage for the purpose and invaiis- 
bly seek this out for the night's rest. 


Tbe high strung, nervous animals are 


tbe most interesting to watch at night. 
They usually belong to the bunted tribes, 
whose lives are in constant danger in the 
forest, and they possess such a highly de- 
veloped nervous system that they really 
sleep with one eye open. The slightest 
noise will instantly awaken them. 


The prairie wolves merely seem to 


close their eyes for an instant and then 
open them again to see if all is quiet. 
Many vain attempts have been made to 
photograph these animals by flashlight, 
and without exception the camera has re- 
vealed the fact that one eye at least was 
partly open. 


Tbe day sleepers in the menageries are 


for some reason the heaviest slumberers 
of all, and when^they close their eyes in 
early morning they seem almost as stupid 
as if drugged. This is in marked contrast 
to tbe light night sleepers, who on the 
approach of danger are instantly awake 
and on tbe alert—Penny Pictorial Maga- 
sine.

The Male Quartet Service* Dispensed 


With. Only Enough Money Ap- 


propriated for Organist. 


An important change and one that 


will be greatly felt has been decided 
upon at the Congregational 
church. 


The male quartet, which for years haa 
been kept at tl.e church, Is to be dis- 
pensed with on account of the coat 
The singing by this quartet was a fea- 
ture of the Sunday services and the 
quartet was without doubt one of the 
best in this part of the state, and had 
won a wide reputation.

auguration, but the fact that he had 
broken a precedent was not enough of 
an attraction to call out aa vnusual 
attendance. 
In fact the crowd was 


much smaller than on such occasion* 
smaller thaa would undoubtedly have 
been present had a new man been, in- 
augurated in whose address there was 
some curiosity. 


It was an important occasion, too, to 


City Olerk Brooker, for it was the day 
of his election to a three year term. 
Yet even this was of less moment to 
him than it might have been to a man 
who had not so won the people by his 
conduct of the affairs of the office that 
there is never a suggestion of a change.
